The ascendancy which Japanese influence 
has secured over China since the upheaval of 
1goo, and which has attracted lite.attention 
because of its gradual and quict develop- 
ment, has frequently been remarked upon 


‘during the course of the present campaign 


in the north, Japan, however, has made no 
secret of her policy to unite the two great 
countries, and to this end is desirous of 
modernising China by persuading her to 
adopt the Western methods and machinery 
necessary to make her independent. Under: 
standing the Chinese and associating with 
them intimately as no Europeans could, 
and as only the Russians among Euro- 
pean peoples can attempt to do, the 
Japanese arc peculiarly fitted for this 
work, ‘There are, of course, many indica- 
tions of her progress in China, the most 
noticeable evidence, perhaps, being | in 


the great number of Japanese who have: 


settlud in the northern part of the Empire, 
Many of thosa immigrants -are ongaged in 
business in a small way, and are able to meet 


the requirements of Uhinese retail trade in 
a manner that the foreigner cannot, We 
have seen of late how the Japanéso are 
educating Jarge numbers of Chinese in 
their island empire, many of whom are 
sons of the highest officials and nobility, 
who are being imbued with liberal ideas 
of government which, on their return to 
China, may form the nucleus of a peace: 
ful reformation or possibly a revolution 
against the Manchu dynasty, But coming 
much further south to the vicinity of Hong: 
kong we find that Swatow, which, since 
its opening to foreign commerce, has- been 
the residence of Britishers, Germans, and 
French cither as merchants in the foreign 
firms or else working in the Imperial Maritime 
Customs, is now undergoing a decided and 
rapid change. This has been brought about 
by the construction of the short railroad 
track from the portto Chaochoufu, somethirty 
miles further up the river, The work is being 
undertaken by Japanese who are under con- 
tract to supply the material, and who, it is 
said, are financially interested in the scheme, 
Japanese have kept on pouring into the port 
almost daily,'and are now being looked alter 
by a Japanese Consul. Many of them seen 
to have taken up their residence on Double 
Island, which we believe is some four miles 
this side of the port, and are buying up 
property at most extravagant prices.

with as litle pain as possible. 

The Colonial Veterinary Surgeon minuted: 
The large animals, water bufialoes, etc., are 
shot at Kennedy Town, by a service rifle, and 
at Hunghom bya Winchester carbine. These 
are used by the inspector only. Pattern ham- 
mer pole-axes were made locally after the

appointed Mr. G. ‘Detring as ditector of the 
Company and instructed him in an official 
despatch to take steps to secure the properties 
of the Company. Mr. Detring ordered the 
“mining engineer, Mr. Hoover, to procéed to 
England to get foreign share capital and to 
register the Company as a limited joint 
stock company having Chinese and foreign 
capital, ‘The agreement embodying thi» 
Operation was drawn up in duplicate and 
signed in the presence of witnesses and a 
lawyer, and was duly handed to Mr. Hoover. 
It was not to be imagined that the foreigners 
concerned in this reconstitution of the company 
would act contrary to the agreement. How- 
ever, | failed.to take up the matter in hand at 
ethat time, as I was absent in Germany on 
_ Imperial duty in the suite of Prince Chun, who 
visited Germany to express regret for the 
murder of the German Minister. 

When I returned from Germany I found the 
situation serious, and therefore called an urgent 
meeting of the shareholders at Tientsin. It 
was decided that legal steps should be taken in 
the High Court of Justice in London, 1 accord- 
ingly appointed Mr. I, H. Kingsley to act as 
my representative in the said Court, 

In ‘the summer of this year Mr. Kingsley 
came to China (and stayed at Tientsin for some 
time) in order to obtain certain documentary 
papers such as the aforesaid agreement, and 
returned to London to lay these papers before 
the Court. Now a telegram has been received 
from Mr, Kingsley stating that the Court has 
fixed the date of hearing the case the 17th 
January, 1905, ‘and requesting me to. proceed 
to London without delay to give evidence 
before the Court, 

The Minister of the North (ie., Viceroy. Yuan 
Shih-kai) has petitioned the Throne to grant 
me the title of the 3rd rank and to allow me to 

‘ proceed to London to settle the matter. The 
Throne has approved, and | have dutifully 
acted upon the Imperial order and am proceed- 
ing to London with Mr, Detring as well as the 
former director Mr. Yen Fuh by the German 
steamer company from Shanghai. 1 have 
reported to the Wai-wu-pu the facts of the case 
which involves interests of great importance of 
Commerce. I trust that the British law Court 
in London will give a right decision, founded 
on justice, for which I as Director General have
